INTRODUCTION 


MCPS School Safety and Security at a Glance provides, in a single document, 
information about the reporting of incidents related to school safety and security, school 
climate, local school safety program descriptions, and serious incidents. Information is 
presented for each school. While much of this information is available in various 
documents produced throughout the year, MCPS School Safety and Security at a Glance 
provides this information for stakeholders in a single comprehensive report with a user- 
friendly fonnat. 

MCPS School Safety and Security at a Glance is a valuable tool to help monitor accurate 
reporting of incidents related to school safety and security. It provides a concise, easily 
understood, and easily accessible snapshot for administrators, teachers, students, and 
parents for discussion on the best learning environment possible in every school. 




Guidelines for Reporting Data 


The federal government has given new guidance regarding the Family Educational 
Rights and Privacy Act (FERPA) that has resulted in restrictions in the amount of student 
data that can be publically reported. FERPA (20 U.S.C. § 1232g; 34 CFR Part 99) 
prohibits the release of individually identifiable infonnation to the public. Therefore, the 
Maryland State Department of Education (MSDE) has adopted the new guidelines for the 
reporting of aggregate student data and Montgomery County Public Schools (MCPS) is 
implementing these guidelines fb^as follows: 


Student Enrollment Data 

• Any percentage rates greater than or equal to 95.0% or less than or equal to 
5.0% will be noted as >95.0% or <5.0%, respectively. 

• If the percentage rate is greater than or equal to 95.0% or less than or equal to 
5.0%, the corresponding number of students (N) will not be published. 

• When the total N is less than 10, the corresponding N’s and percentage rate 
will not be published. 

• When the total N is between 10 and 20, only the percentage rate will be 
published, provided the percentage rate is not greater than or equal to 95.0% 
or less than or equal to 5.0%. 

• When the total N is greater than 20, the corresponding N’s and percentage rate 
will be published, provided the percentage rate is not greater than or equal to 
95.0% or less than or equal to 5.0%. 


Out-of-School Suspension Data 

• Any percentage rates greater than or equal to 95.0% or less than or equal to 
3.0% will be noted as >95.0% or <3.0%, respectively. 

• If the percentage rate is greater than or equal to 95.0% or less than or equal to 
3.0%, the corresponding number of students enrolled, number of suspension 
incidents, and number of students suspended will not be published. 

• When the number of students enrolled is less than 10 or the number of 
students suspended is less than 5, no data will be published. 

• When the number of students enrolled is between 10 and 20, only the 
percentage rate will be published, provided the percentage rate is not greater 
than or equal to 95.0% or less than or equal to 3.0%. 

• When the number of students enrolled is greater than 20, the corresponding 
number of suspension incidents, number of students suspended, and 
percentage rate will be published, provided the percentage rate is not greater 
than or equal to 95.0% or less than or equal to 3.0%.

Explanation of School Profile Sections 


Section 1: Number of Out-of-School Suspension Incidents 

This chart reports the number of suspension incidents for particular categories. This infonnation 
is reported annually to MSDE and is available in more detail on its website. The number in the 
column represents the number of students suspended for the category. This represents a 
duplicated count of students, meaning a student could be counted in more than one category 
and/or a student could be counted more than once in the same category. A list of the categories 
and an explanation of the incidents in each category is included in the glossary of terms. 

Section 2: Out-of-School Suspension Rate 

This chart reports the number and percentage of students suspended during the three most recent 
school years. This information is reported annually to the Montgomery County Board of 
Education. These data represent an unduplicated count of students, meaning a student is counted 
only once, regardless of the number of times that student may be suspended. A description of 
the column labels and of each column’s content is included in the glossary of terms. 

Section 3: Reported Serious Incidents 

This chart states incidents reported to the Office of School Support and Improvement as well as 
the number of incidents for which police were notified. Events may be reported as a serious 
incident if they result in or lead to any incident resulting in death or serious injury of any person 
on an MCPS site or while conducting MCPS business; potential or actual disruption of the 
planned school day; or any of the other criteria outlined in MCPS Regulation COB-RA, 
Reporting a Serious Incident (see page 439). Notification is dictated by several documents, 
including MCPS Regulation COB-RA, Reporting a Serious Incident ; MCPS Regulation JFA- 
RA, Student Rights and Responsibilities', and the Memorandum of Understanding Between 
MCPS and Montgomery County Department of Police and Montgomery County State’s 
Attorney’s Office. A list of the categories and an explanation of the incidents found in each 
category is included in the glossary of terms. 

Section 4: Bullying Incidents 

This chart reports the number of bullying incidents reported and confirmed. The “Number 
Reported” is the number of written reports of bullying incidents (MCPS Form 230-35, Bullying, 
Harassment, or Intimidation Reporting Form) submitted to a school. The “Number Confirmed” 
is the number of reported bullying events deemed accurate upon investigation by a school 
administrator. 
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Section 5: Drills Conducted 


This chart reflects the actions taken by schools to prepare students for emergency situations and 
those situations at a school that require declaration of some alert status. Definitions for each 
category are included in the glossary of terms. 

Section 6: Safety Incidents Requiring Alert Status 

This chart reflects the actions taken by schools when actual incidents occur at a school or in a 
school’s community requiring staff members and students to remain within their classrooms, 
within a secured area, and possibly accounted for and under supervision. Definitions for each 
category are included in the glossary of terms. 

Section 7: Programs 

This section lists those programs offered in the school to develop the behaviors and skills that 
promote safe and secure school environments. All MCPS schools require fire, lockdown, 
evacuation, and emergency weather drills. The majority of MCPS schools also have visitor 
management systems in place, with the remaining schools due for completion by the end of the 
2013-2014 school year.

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GLOSSARY OF TERMS 


Out-of-School Suspension Categories 


Term 

Definition 

Arson, Fire, 
Explosives 

Arson/Fire (Suspension Code 501) — Attempting to set, aiding in setting, or setting fire to a 
building or other property. 

False Alarm/Bomb Threat (Suspension Code 502) — The conveyance of threats or false 
information concerning the placement of explosive or destructive substances; initiating a 
report warning of a fire or other catastrophe without cause in person or by phone; misuse of 
911; discharging a fire extinguisher. 

Explosives (Suspension Code 503) — Possession, sale, distribution, detonation, or threat of 
detonation of an incendiary or explosive material or device including firecrackers, smoke 
bombs, flares or any combustible or explosive substance or combination of substances or 
articles, other than a firearm. See 18 U.S.C. §921. 

Attack 

Physical Attack — Teacher/Staff (Suspension Code 401) — Physically attacking an employee 
of the school system or other adult, including striking a staff member who is intervening in a 
fight or other disruptive activity. 

Physical Attack — Student (Suspension Code 402) — Physically pushing, hitting, or otherwise 
attacking another student. 

Serious Bodily Injury (Suspension Code 408) — IDEA at 20 U.S.C. § 1415 (k)(7)(D) 
references the definition for “serious bodily injury” from 18 U.S.C. § 1365 (h)(3) means 
bodily injury which involves (a) substantial risk of death; (b) extreme physical pain; 
(c) protracted and obvious disfigurement; or (d) protracted loss or impairment of a function 
of a bodily member, organ, or mental faculty. 

Sexual Assault (Suspension Code 601) — Physical sexual attack on school system staff 
member or another student. 

Dangerous 

Substances 

Alcohol (Suspension Code 201) — Possession, use, or showing evidence of use, sale, or 
distribution of any alcoholic substances. 

Inhalants (Suspension Code 202) — Possession, use, or showing evidence of use, sale, 
or distribution of any inhalants or other intoxicants. 

Drugs (Suspension Code 203) — Possession, use, or showing evidence of use, sale, or 
distribution of controlled dangerous substances, including prescription drugs, over-the- 
counter medicines, look-alike drugs, and substances represented as controlled substances 
or drug paraphernalia (unless documentation on file that student may self-carry). 

Tobacco (Suspension Code 204) — Possession, use, sale, or distribution of tobacco or 
tobacco products.

Disrespect (Suspension Code 701) — Inappropriate comments or physical gestures to 
teachers, staff members, or others. 

Insubordination (Suspension Code 702) — Refusing to follow directions of teachers, staff 
members, or administrators. 

Harassment (Suspension Code 703) — Intentional negative actions on the part of one or more 
students that cause discomfort with identity issues in regard to race, color, national origin, 
gender, disability, sexual orientation, religion, or other identifying characteristics, and that 
interfere with a student’s ability to participate in or benefit from the school’s educational 
programs. 

Classroom Disruption (Suspension Code 704) — Behavior that interferes with the learning of 
others in a classroom or other learning environment. 

Inciting/Participating in Disturbance (Suspension Code 705) — Preventing orderly conduct, 
or otherwise causing a disruption to the atmosphere of order and discipline in the school 
necessary for effective learning, other than classroom disruption. 

Sexual Harassment (Suspension Code 602) — Unwelcome sexual advances, requests for 
sexual favors, and/or other inappropriate verbal, written, or physical conduct of a sexual 
nature, directed toward others. 

Fighting 

Fighting (Suspension Code 405) — A physical confrontation involving two or more students. 

Theft 

Theft (Suspension Code 803) — Taking or obtaining property of another without permission 
and/or knowledge of the owner. 

Threat 

Verbal or Physical Threat to Teacher, Staff Member, or Others (Suspension Code 403) — 
Threatening or aggressive language or gestures directed toward a staff member or anyone 
other than a student. 

Verbal or Physical Threat to Student (Suspension Code 404) — Threatening or aggressive 
language or gestures directed toward another student. 

Extortion (Suspension Code 406) — The process of obtaining property from another, with or 
without that person’s consent, by a wrongful use of force, fear, or threat. 

Bullying (Suspension Code 407) — Intentional conduct, including verbal, physical, or written 
conduct or an intentional electronic communication that creates a hostile educational 
environment by substantially interfering with a student’s educational benefits, opportunities, 
or performance, or with a student’s physical or psychological well-being and is: 

o Motivated by an actual or perceived personal characteristic including race, national 
origin, marital status, sex, sexual orientation, gender identity, religion, ancestry, 
physical attributes, socioeconomic status, familial status, or physical or mental 
ability or disability; or, 

o Threatening or seriously intimidating; and 

o Occurs on a school property, at a school activity or event, or on a school bus; or 
o Substantially disrupts the orderly operation of a school.

Weapons 

Firearms (Suspension Code 301) — Possession of a firearm as defined in 18 U.S.C. §921. 
Examples include: handguns, rifles, shotguns, and bombs. 

Other Guns (Suspension Code 302) — Possession of any type of gun, other than a firearm, 
loaded or unloaded, operable or inoperable. This may include any object that is a look-alike 
of a gun or firearm (e.g., BB guns, pellet guns, water guns). 

Other Weapons (Suspension Code 303) — Possession of any implement that could cause or is 
intended to cause bodily harm, other than a firearm or other gun. 

Other 

Class Cutting (Suspension Code 101) — Unlawfully absent from a class or a school activity. 

Academic Dishonesty/Cheating (Suspension Code 801) — Academic dishonesty through 
cheating, copying, forging signature of teacher and/or parent, plagiarizing, or altering 
records, or assisting another in such actions. 

Refusal to Obey School Policies (Suspension Code 807) — Failure to comply with school 
rules, regulations, policies, and/or procedures, not otherwise defined in the suspension 
codes.

The intentional misrepresentation of one’s work toward educational progress, which can 
include cheating or other forms of dishonesty. Plagiarism refers to the use of another's 
ideas, information, language, or writing, when done without proper acknowledgment of the 
original source. 

Accident 

An unintentional incident that causes disruption in the school day. 

Alcohol 

Distribution — The distribution of the substance, the possession of the quantity of a substance 
in excess of that which would be reasonable for personal use, or the act of distribution of the 
substance to others. 


Possession — Having on one’s person the substance in question. 

Arrest 

Action by the police to take a student into custody with the intent to press formal charges. 

Arson 

Willful and malicious fire setting or the threat of same. 

Bomb 

An explosive, incendiary, or toxic material combined with a delivery or detonating 
apparatus, or a device modified to do so, or a look-alike. 

Bomb Threat 

The threat that an explosive device exists that would harm the functions of the school day. 

Bullying 

Intentional conduct, including verbal, physical, or written conduct or an intentional 
electronic communication that creates a hostile educational environment by substantially 
interfering with a student’s educational benefits, opportunities, or performance, or with a 
student’s physical or psychological well-being and is: 

o Motivated by an actual or perceived personal characteristic including race, national 
origin, marital status, sex, sexual orientation, gender identity, religion, ancestry, 
physical attributes, socioeconomic status, familial status, or physical or mental 
ability or disability; or, 

o Threatening or seriously intimidating; and 

o Occurs on a school property, at a school activity or event, or on a school bus; or 
o Substantially disrupts the orderly operation of a school. 

Bus Incident 

Any incident that occurs on a school bus and/or interferes with the route responsibilities. 

Computer 

Abuse 

The misuse of technology as outlined in MCPS Regulation IGT-RA, User Responsibilities 
for Computer Systems, Electronic Information, and Network Security. 

Crisis Center 

An incident that requires reference of participant to the Crisis Center. 

Disruptive 

Behavior 

Behavior that interferes with the normal operation of the entire school.

Drugs 

Distribution — The distribution of the substance, the possession of the quantity of a substance 
in excess of that which would be reasonable for personal use, or the act of distribution of the 
substance to others. 

Possession — Having on one’s person the substance in question. 

Paraphernalia — Having on one’s person or in a location used by the person those items that 
enable use of the controlled substance. 

Extortion 

The use, or the express or implicit threat of the use, of violence or other criminal means to 
cause harm to a person, reputation, or property as a means to obtain something of value or to 
compel some action from someone else. 

Fighting 

A physical conflict between two or more students. 

Fire, Not Arson 

The existence, or evidence of prior existence, of fire on school property. 

Gang-related 

Incident/Crime 

Activity related to a formal or informal ongoing organization, association, or group of three 
or more persons who: (a) have a history of criminal street gang activity; (b) have a common 
name or common identifying signs, colors, or symbols; and (c) have members or associates 
who, individually or collectively, engage in or have engaged in a pattern of criminal activity. 

Hate Incident 

Crime — Identified and charged by the police with harassing a person or damaging property 
of a person because of race, color, religious beliefs, sexual orientation, or national origin. 

Graffiti — Defacement of property that denigrates on the basis of race, color, religious 
beliefs, sexual orientation, or national origin.

An incident that requires reference of student to Child Welfare Services.

Strong-armed 

The taking of property of another from his person or in his presence by force or reasonable 
fear of violence.

Serious Injury 

Physical injury that requires medical attention outside the school. 

Sex Related 

Assault — Charged by the police with actual or attempted sexual penetration against a person 
without consent. 

Harassment — The unwelcome sexual advances, requests for sexual favors, and other 
inappropriate verbal, written, or physical conduct of a sexual nature. 

Rape — Engage in sexual intercourse with another by force or threat of force. 

Suicide 

The act of intentionally taking one’s own life. 

Theft 

Dishonestly acquiring property belonging to another with the intention of permanently 
depriving the other of it. 

Threat, Physical 
or Verbal 

Expression of intent to damage or injure; intimidation. 

Vandalism 

Graffiti — Images or lettering scratched, scrawled, painted, or any form of marking on 
property that does not belong to the artist. 

Other — Intentional abuse, damage or destruction of any portion of school facilities, 
furnishings, or property. 

Weapon 

Implements that can cause bodily harm, and the term includes but is not limited to, knives, 
metal knuckles, nunchakus, guns, rifles, firearms, BB guns, paintball guns, pellet guns, and 
any object used as a weapon.

Facsimile 

Implements that are designed to resemble those items that can cause bodily harm. 

Other 

Incidents not related to any of the other categories but are reported to the Office of School 
Support and Improvement.

Intentional conduct, including verbal, physical, or written conduct or an intentional 
electronic communication that creates a hostile educational environment by substantially 
interfering with a student’s educational benefits, opportunities, or performance, or with a 
student’s physical or psychological well-being and is: 

o Motivated by an actual or perceived personal characteristic including race, national 
origin, marital status, sex, sexual orientation, gender identity, religion, ancestry, 
physical attributes, socioeconomic status, familial status, or physical or mental 
ability or disability; or, 

o Threatening or seriously intimidating; and 

o Occurs on a school property, at a school activity or event, or on a school bus; or 
o Substantially disrupts the orderly operation of a school. 

Number 

Reported 

The number of reported bullying incidents represents the number of Bullying, Harassment, 
or Intimidation reporting forms (MCPS Form 230-35) turned in for the current school year. 
State law requires that any person who reports bullying, harassment, or intimidation be 
given the opportunity to make a written report by filling out this form, but they are not 
required to do so. However, any report of bullying, harassment, or intimidation, either 
written or verbal, must be investigated by school administration. For more information, 
please see MCPS Regulation JHF-RA, Bullying, Harassment, or Intimidation.

Reporting a Serious Incident 


I. PURPOSE 

To establish procedures for reporting serious incidents to the appropriate administrative 
offices and to the public in order to provide for the health, safety, and security of MCPS 
students and employees 

II. BACKGROUND 

To ensure the protection of MCPS students and employees, all serious and unusual 
incidents must be reported to the appropriate MCPS office. All incidents involving 
personal injury and MCPS property damage must be reported to the immediate supervisor 
so that safety and/or legal measures may be applied as necessary. 

The involvement of police and/or lire and rescue officials on MCPS sites to assist with a 
problem is always considered an unusual circumstance and must be reported to the 
appropriate MCPS office. 

Employees are required to make reports to their immediate supervisors of assaults against 
them by non-school persons. 

Teachers are required to report incidents in which force has been required to restrain a 
student. 

III. DEFINITIONS 

A. A serious or unusual incident is any incident that occurs on an MCPS site, or in 
connection with a school-related activity, that may be classified into the following 
categories and may include but not be limited to: 
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1 . Safety/Health 

a) Any incident resulting in death or serious injury of any person on 
an MCPS site or while conducting MCPS business (See Regulation 
EBH-RA, Reporting Student Accidents. For information 
concerning reporting an accident involving a school bus, see 
Regulation EEA-RA, Transportation of Students) 

b) Bomb threats or explosive devices on MCPS sites (See Regulation 
EKC-RA, Bomb Threats/Explosive Devices.) 

c) Fire (See Regulation EBA-RA, Fire Safety) 

d) A request for emergency medical assistance 

e) Serious property damage that results in disruption of the school 
day (See Regulation ECC-RA, Loss of MCPS Property .) 

f) Substantial or critical malfunction of essential equipment, 
facilities, and/or services 

g) Serious abuse or assault (physical/scxual) of any person 

h) Serious abuse of any person that is based on sexual harassment, 
race, religion, or ethnic background (i.e.; hate/violence incidents) 
(See Regulation ACF-RA, Sexual Harassment; and Policy ACA, 
Human Relations) 

i) Weapons (See Regulation COE-RA, Weapons ) 

2. Security/Discipline 

a) A request for police assistance 

b) Behavior that results in potential or actual disruption of the 
planned school day 

c) Portable Communication Devices (See Regulation COG-RA, 
Portable Communication Devices .) 
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B. An MCPS Site is defined as any school or facility, including grounds owned or 
occupied by MCPS. The definition includes the location of an MCPS sponsored 
activity. 

C. The principal/director refers to the administrator responsible for a school or 
office as appropriate. 

D. Appropriate MCPS office means: 

• Office of School Perfonnance when referring to regular school 

• Office of School Performance when referring to special education schools 

• Office of Special Education and Student Services when referring to 
alternative programs 

• Office of the Chief Operating Officer when referring to all other locations 
or operations 


IV. PROCEDURES 

A. All serious and unusual incidents are to be reported immediately to the 
principal/director or designee. 

B. If the incident involves a student, the principal will make every effort to first 
notify the parent(s)/guardian(s) of the student before any other referral is made 
unless circumstances require an immediate action by police or other emergency 
officials to protect the health and safety of all persons involved. The 
principal/director or designee is responsible for detennining the facts and assuring 
that the students/employees involved have an opportunity to give their input and 
description of the incident. 

C. The principal/director or designee will be responsible for detennining the 
appropriate course of action including requests for outside (non-school) assistance 
in accordance with the comprehensive local crisis plans. 

D. As soon as possible, the principal/director or designee will notify by telephone the 
appropriate MCPS office. 

1. In the case of sexual harassment, racial or hate/violence incidents, the 
principal/director or designee will also immediately notify the Office of 
School Performance by telephone. 
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2. Within 24 hours of the oral report, the principal/director or designee will 
report the incident in writing, using MCPS Form 270-3, Report of a 
Serious School Incident. 

E. Whenever the principal/director or designee perceives that a serious incident 
threatens the health, safety, or security of students or staff, or there is the 
likelihood of community concern about the incident, the principal/director or 
designee, in consultation with the appropriate MCPS office, may release 
information about the incident to parents, staff, and students, using the guidelines 
below. 

1. The purpose of such a release is to provide all interested parties with 
timely and accurate information and to solicit support for resolving the 
situation. 

2. No information will be released that violates the confidentiality rights of 
any person involved in the incident. 

3. A release regarding a serious incident will contain the following elements: 

a) The relevant facts of the incident, which may include the age, 
gender, and grade level of students and/or employee but must 
exclude any personally identifiable information 

b) A description of the actions taken to resolve the problem 

c) A statement of any support activities that parents and/or immediate 
supervisors or others can provide (if appropriate) 

4. A copy of the letter or other release documents will be attached to the 
written report, MCPS Form 270-3: Report of a Serious School Incident.
